“I mvolded golng to Camden,”
Peterson, “because I wanted to avold the
publicity. Also, T do not think 1 could
bear the might of Olaf in a cell. Then
there ls Elsle. She must not know her
father Is under arrest.”

Eisle i the l4-year-old daughter of Mr,
and Mrs. Pelerson. The child belleves
her father Is awway on a business trip.
From every newspaper that goes into
the house where they are stiying the
murder story la clipped, so that she will
not knoewn ber father ia In prison.
